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Gov. Pennypacker Thus Hurries to 
Comply Formally With Arrange- 
ments Made by Party Leaders in 
Pennsylvania. 


TRUSTS LOOKING FOR A MAN 
TO SUCCEED HIM IN CABINET 


Men Who Dictated His Appointment 
Will See That President Chooses 
Somebody Who Will Not Be Hard 
on the Combines. 


.Bpectai to the Post-Dispatch. 


HARRISBURG, Pa. June 10.—Gov. 


Pennypacker today appointed Philander 
Cc. Knmnox successor to the late United 


States Senator Quay. 

“I was agked yesterday afternoon wheth- 
er I would accept in case Gov. Penny- 
packer wished to appoint me to the United 
States Senate in succession to Senator 
Wuay,’ said Attorney-General Knox when 
geen at his country home at Valley Forge. 
He continued: . 

“T called. up President Roosevelt over the 
long-distance telephone and laid the situa- 
tion before him, asking his advice. The 
President said that as Pennsylvania is such 


as this appointment might open to me a 
long term of public service at the.same 
time that it would tend to promote har- 
mony among the factions of the party in 
the state, he thought it my duty to accept. 

‘Jf Gov. Pennypacker wishes to ap- 
point me, and if my appointment will in 
the opinion of thé state leaders make for 
harmony among the Repubiicans of Penn- 
sylvania, I shall accept the appointment 
and stand for the regular election.’ 


Trust Question 
Not Considered. 


“Have you considered the trust question 
in connection with the senatorship?’’ Mr. 
Knox was asked. 

“f have considered nothing.’ he replied, 
“except that I was asked to accept this 
eppointment, and have been assured that 
my acceptance will tend to promote har- 
mony in the party.” 

“But dont you believe that your leaving 
ithe cabinet at this time will seriously in- 
terfere with President Roosevelt's plan for 
curbing the trusts?’’ 

“T do not,” was the reply. ‘President 
Roosevelt's anti-trust policies are his own, 
and my leaving his cabinet can have no 
conceivable effect upon them.”’’ 

“But with you but of the cabinet can 
President Roosevelt be considered = as 
strongly armed to prosecute the trusts as 
he has been with you there?” 

“Whether I am in the cabinet or out of 
it, President Roosevelt will follow the poli- 
cies he has already laid down.”’ 

“The President must, however, exper!- 
ence considerable difficulty in finding a 
man so well equipped to battle. with the 
trusts as you have been, by reason of your 
familiarity with them prior to the time you 
became a member of President McKinley's 
vabinet.”’ 

“That {is a very complimentary exaggera- 
tion,’’ Mr. Knox answered. smiling. 

“The idea that | have ever been espe- 
cially familiar with trusts is a mistaken. 
if popular, one. The fact’ is that while I 
was in private practice considerably more 
than half my revenues were derived from 
fees paid me _ by private and individual] 
clients. My corporate clients were not nu- 
merous, and when I was counsel! for the 
Carnegie company it had not become a 
_ of the United States Steel Corpora- 

lon, so that it was not then a trust.”’ 

“But the success you have had in fighting 
the great combinations has certainly | 
equipped you exceptionally to continue the 


“Not at all,"’ Mr. Knox replied. ‘‘There 
are hundreds of lawyers in the country 
who can do with quite as much success 
what I have done. The Northern Secur- 
ities case presented a new study in the 
trust scheme. The plan followed in the 
organization of that corporation was un- 
like anything ever before attempted. It 
was so p@cullar that had it received the 
sanction of the law it might have been 
carried on until‘ all the railroads of the 
country and all the other lines of human 
enterprise were gathered together into sev 
eral great monopolies. That prospect was 
too fraught with danger to be disregarded, 
and we started out to check the scheme.

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Elder of the Former Vice-President’s 
Two Unmarried Daughters Suc- 
cumbs to Blood Poisoning. 


PARIS, June 10.—Miss Lena Morton, 
daughter of former Vice-President Levi P. 
Morton of New York, died this morning 


from the effects of blood poisoning, fol- 
lowing an operation for appendicitis. 

Miss Morton's family. were at the bedside 
when she died. The operation in itself did 
not arouse serious apprehension, but the 
appearance yesterday of bicod poisoning 

ve the case a grave turn. Miss Morton 
rallied siightiy during the afternoon, but 
later her case became hopeless and 
@ank gtadualiy until her death oceurred, 
early this morning. 

No funeral arrangements have yet been 
made, but it is probable that the body will 
be embalmed and taken to New York for 
interment. 

Miss Morton was 27 years of age, and 
was the elder of the two unmarried daugh- 
ters of the former vice-president. She was 
educated here while her father was [‘nited 
States ambassador’ to France. She was a 
linguist, highly cultivated, and was a gen- 
erai favorite. Hier father and mother, and 
her sister, the Duchess of Valencay, re- 
mained at the private sanitarium in which 
the operation was performed, until death 
occurred. 

Friends of the family fear the blow will 
seriously affect Mrs. Morton, who has re- 
cently en slightly indisposed.

FEARED IN JAPAN 


Baron Kaneko, Exposition Expert, 
Declares European Races Offer 
Menace to His Country. 


NOT PAGAN NATION, HE SAYS 


Humane Deeds of Japanese Are Con- 
trasted With Those of ‘‘Chris- 
tian” Russia. 


Baron Kenturo Kaneko, former minister 
of agriculture and commerce of the Ml- 
kado’s empire, known as the exposition ex- 
pert of Japan, now at the Hamilton Hotel, 
has a ready reply for the critics who say 
Russia should win the present war be- 
cause she is a Christian nation, while 
Japan is a country of “pagans.” 

“It is a matter of regret to me to hear 
thal argument advanced against my coun- 
try,” he said to the Post-Dispatch. “We 
are not fighting for religion. We are 
battling against one of the greatest of the 
world powers for the peace of Asia, as well 
as for our own national existence. 

“Touching the subject of religion directly 
I wish to say that in Japan the citizen is 
as free in religious matters as he is in 


anese constitution guarantees religious 
freedom. My country prevents no one from 
embracing the Christian faith. 

‘When the Variag went down in Chemul- 
pO, Our Officers clothed the bodies of the 
unfortunate men in its hull and buried 
them ashore with the rites of the Christian 
religion. The foreign missionary was pres- 
ent at our special request. Wounded ma- 
rines of the Russians were transferred by 


the Japanese to our Red Cross hospitals. 

And how did the so-called Christian na- 
tion of Russia treat our residents in Man- 
churia, Siberia and Vladivostok? Both 
Civilians and officials of Russian nation- 
ality maltreated my countrymen. Boats 
we sent to bring refugees home were de- 
tained without reason, and some of our 
compatriots were left to stand on the 
Whart shelterless, shiverin with cold 
and lacking food. Putting the two cases 
Side by side, I ask: 

“"Whioh is the Christian nation—Russia 
or Japan?’ 

“An examination will show that we have 
acted like Christians and the Russians 
like pagans. 

“Itt is eruel and unchristian to call us 
and bestow the name Christian on 
In the so-called pagan na- 


pagan 
the Russians. 


whose hearts throb with the same human 
sympathies, whose miffds acknowledge the 
sameé principles of right and wrong we find 
among the people of the T'nited States. 

“The talk of a ‘yellow peril’ is equally 

unjust to Japan. It means that in the 
event of Japanese success we will unite 
under the banner of Japan all the peoples 
of Asia, and that through this combination 
Europe will be threatened, 
“This has no basis of actuality or fact. 
“The phrase was’ manufactured by a 
herous diplomat to arouse hatred of 
eoples of the West at the expense of 
the Japanese. The world has known only 
one yellow peril. That was in the thir- 
teenth century. The Mongolians penetrated 
to Moscow, entered Austria and devasta- 
ted other parts of Europe. 

“Then the Mongols swarmed into Ja- 
The Japanese routed them only after 
they had burned vidages, killed women 
and children and committed every con- 
celvable crime. 

“Even today it is customary in Japan to 
stop children from crying by telling them 
the yellow man or Mongol will get them. 

‘‘Now, I assert that Japan has more fear 
of a ‘white peril’ than Europe has of a 
yellow peril. ; 

“Observe the advance of the European 
nations into Asia. What are the exten- 
sion of French Tonquin -and the occupa- 
tion of Kiow-Chan by Germany if not 
‘white perils’ for the Chinese empire? 
There is another ‘white. peril’ for China 
on her northern bordef in Russia's occu- 
pation of Manchuria, but it is far more 
of a ‘white peril’ for Japan. We regard 
it as a real and dangerous menace to our 
national existence, not for a moment im- 
aginary in character like the ‘yellow per- 
{l’*now so much talked about in St. Louis 
and other parts of America and through- 
out Europe.’’

DOOMED MAN HELD RECEPTION 


Confederate Veteran in Address Told | 


Friends He Was Ready. 

PARAGOULD, Ark... June 10.—Before 
Mart Powell, a confederate veteran. was 
taken to the gallows yesterday afterndon 
to be hanged for the murder of W. J. 
Lovelace, he made a speech which brought 
tears to the eyes of 1000 persons within 
hearing.

Hearst Already

With less than a dozen county conven- 
tions to be held Hearst has almost enough 
instructed delegates to insure instructions 
by the state convention and no particular 
effort is being made against him in the 
counties that are yet to hold conventions. 
Apathy along this line is solely the result 
of Democratic convictions that Hearst ts 
without a chance and that by instructing 
for him lllinois will be in a better postion 
to do business with other candidates than 
otherwise. 

During the past 10 days county conven- 
tions held in Hancock, Champaign, Stark, 
Moultrie, Ogle, Livingston, Menard, Bu- 
reau and Whiteside counties instructed for 
Hearst. Hearst instructions were defeated 
in Madison and in Edgar counties, and in 
the latter the Hearst resolutions were with- 
drawn to prevent a riot in the county con- 
vention, which was held at Paris.
